Director C. H. Alvord of Extension Service; 
Dean E. J. Kyle, R. M. Sherwood, Dr. Black- 
berg and Others Tell of Development Poul­ 
try Industry and Value of Poultry Products. 


In a well-balanced, constructive, interesting and edu­ 
cational program at the Wednesday noon luncheon of the 
Bryan Rotary Club, Prof. I). IL Reid of the Poultry Hus­ 
bandry Department of the A. and M. College, showed his 
ability to lay out a program that was perfect in its detail, 
one point following the other 
in logical 
sequence; the 
speeches short and to the point and each speech following 
the other in proper order to tell a complete and connected 
story of the poultry industry. 
This program was to com­ 
memorate National Egg Day and at the close of the meet­ 
ing each married man was given one dozen infertile, fresh 
hen eggs to take home and use, the eggs being supplied 
gratis by local poultrymen to let the people become bet­ 
ter acquainted with the best eggs on the market. 
FOOD VALUE OF EGGS 
Following the consumption of 
the repast, 
President 
John 
W. 
Black, presiding over the Rotary 
meeting 
Wednesday 
noon, 
an­ 
nounced that since the program 
was to be a rather long one, it 
would be necessary to start as soon 
as possible with the business of 
the meeting. 
He first called for 
the introduction of the visitors 
and it was shown that there were 
many 
poultrymen 
present and a 
number of representatives from 
boys’ and girls* agricultural clubs. 
Mr. Walker, musical director for 
the College Avenue Baptist Church 
revival, sang, and Mrs. Paul Stev­ 
ens announced 
the play of the 
Little Theatre, “ Wedding Bells”. 
Then the program was turned ov­ 
er to Prof. Reid. 
A fter a few in­ 
troductory rem arks he introduced 
R. M. Sherwood 
of the Poultry 
Departm ent of the A. and M Col- 
lege to talk on “Different Kinds 
of Eggs’’. 
He said that the food value of 
egg* was largely determined by 
what we feed the hen; therefore. 
it was essential to feed the hen 
the proper food in order to get the 
right results. 
He said that in the 
production of the vitamines that 
were needed in eggs to make the 
best food, could be best given by 
feeding plenty of green stuff to 
the hens the year around, if pos­ 
sible. and by perm itting the hens 
to range in the sunshine. 
He add­ 
ed, also, that it is well for the 
human family to enjoy the sun­ 
shine too, as it induces health. 
V alue of Proper Diet. 
Dr. S. N. Blackberg of the same 
Departm ent gave a most interest­ 
ing talk, quoting figures to show 
that the condition of the body, 
n entail) and physically, is largely 
dependent upon a proper diet and 
that the use of eggs and milk 
are two very im portant factors in 
the m atter of diet. 
He said he 
was much pleased to note that at 
tin* 
Dallas 
Medical 
Association 
m eeting it was shown that many 
of the human ailments are caused 
by an improper diet, and more im­ 
portant, that they can be cured 
by the substitution of a proper 
diet. 
He said that 1,600 cases of 
blindness in Japan had been cured 
with cod liver oil, in proving that 
what we eat has much to do with 
the physical 
and 
mental body. 
The proper vitamines essential to 
best growth and development of 
ehildren and most 
conducive to 
adult health, he showed, can be 
found in eggs and he would there- 


because the body was unable to 
withstand the inception of the dis­ 
ease, from improper nourishment. 
In closing he said that he would 
impress upon 
his listeners 
the 
point that they .should go to those 
that know and then go home and 
practice it. 
D ean Kyle Talks. 
Dean E. J. Kyle of the School 
of Agriculture said that it was 
not until 1914 that the poultry in­ 
dustry began to develop in Tex­ 
as, and the idea was “hatched” at 
the A. and M. College when a Cor­ 
nell expert was brought to the 
Short Course and 
everyone who 
I card him became a poultry mis­ 
sionary. 
He then 
took up the 
different members of the organi­ 
zation that filet began the work 
of developing poultry, mentioning 
such names as Prof. Rice, Clar­ 
ence Owsley, F. W. Kazmeier, Mr. 
Conway, and others. 
Director < harie.x H. Alvord was 
the next speaker. 
He told an 
amusing story of the woman who 
wrote the Extension Department 
to ask how long it took eggs to 
hatch. 
She was informed that it 
took 21 days for hens and 28 
days for ducks. 
The woman re­ 
plied after a time 
that she had 
waited for 21 days and that she 
had then found no results so de­ 
stroyed the eggs as she did not 
want any ducks. 
Extension A gents. 
Director Alvord then launched 
into a discussion of county agent 
work, stating that, counting both 
white and negro 
agents, 
there 
were 
165 counties 
in Texas in 
which the work was being carried 
on; that there were 182 men en­ 
gaged in the work as county ag­ 
ents and 109 women; a total of 
291 people in Hie pipe line from 
the Extension Service to the peo­ 
ple of rural districts. 
These ag­ 
ent* had given 4,096 demonstra­ 
tion* as to poultry, in 3,805 com­ 
munities in Texas. 
He said that 
with the wonderful strides made 
by Texas in the last 12 years, we 
could point with pride to the ac­ 
cum plishment, but migtit expect 
till greater results from the next 
I t years’ work on the foundation 
that has been laid. 
He said that 
the Department 
worked 
chiefly 
with the boys and girls as it found 
the adult more set in their ways 
and more difficult to change. He 
••aid 
that 
some of the things 
taught by the departm ent were: 
bringing in 
of new, 
pure-bred 
tuck, 
learning 
proper 
feeding 
methods to get best results; and 


fore urge the greater consumption 
of this most im portant food prod­ 
uct. 
He said that any diet should 
include milk and eggs, and the oth­ 
er usual appurtenances that go 
with them. 
He said that the idea 
th at 
children 
get all of their 
childhood ailments because their 
parents had them, is erroneous, but 
might be true in some instances. 
Some of the things which he said 


in encourage commercial hatch­ 
ing. Other things taught are prop­ 
er t are of baby chicks and lay­ 
ing hens, culling, segregating of 
roosters, 
marketing of products, 
etc. 
He then took up the m atter of 
marketing organizations, showing 
that co-operativt societies had ac 


wert* due, perhaps, to malnutrition, 
w e r e : 
Laziness, 
restlessness, 
•Jeeple.s.sneHS, etc., as evidenced in 
small 
children 
These could be 
corrected with the proper diet, he 
said, in a large measure. 
Even C auses C ancer. 
He gave the figures of children 
examined 
in 
New 
York 
City 
schools, showing that of 171,661 
children examined, 
only 17 per 
cent were found normal. 
Sixty 
one per cent were passable and 
the remaining number, 39 per cent 
he said, required medical atten ­ 
tion and actual hospital care. 
To 
repeat, he said th at 39 per cent 
of the 
school 
children in New 
York City, with ail its education­ 
al advantages, 
were not normal 
and in fact in need of urgent care 
and attention. 
He said we might 
well emulate the Chinese and pay 
the doctor while we are well— to 
keep us well— instead of paying 
him to cure us after we get sick. 
He said that n.*.ny of the diseases 
could he caused hy malnutrition, 
even including cancer, which could 
be developed in the human system 


iompiished great 
results in many 
places. 
He said that Brazos coun- 
ty wus a very good example of 
the work being done over the state 
and that if one wanted to get an 
idea of what the Extension De­ 
partm ent was doing to develop the 
poultry industry, it could multi­ 
ply the work being done by Coun­ 
ty Agent C L. Beason by 165, the 
number of counties in w’nich this 
kind of work is done in Texas. 
County Agent Beason was then 
called upon for a talk as to what 
Brazos county is doing.
